He rented a 
magnificent apartment at Via Monte 
Grappa and played the r6le of the

Drifts Back to Sicily. 

Born at Marsala, he soon drifted 
back to Sicily where, it is charged, he 
planned the robbery of the holy jewels, 
for which he is doing time.

Mussolini Scoffs at Death. 

Meanwhile Premier Mussolini, with 
the characteristic fatalism that has led 
Italy to believe he bears a charmed 
life, dismissed the sixth attempt on 
his life within four years with- this 
statement: 

“Nothing can happen to mé until I 
have finished my work.” 

There is little doubt today that the 
attack at Bologna was inspired by 
political opponents.

By Oct. 1 this year the supply was reduced 
to 23,000,000,000 gallons, and two weeks’ later, on 
Oct. 16, to only 16,000,000,000 gallons, The gravity 
of the situation has led to a number of investiga- 
tions. One expert suggested seepage through a 
fissure in the rock which forms the basin of the 
reservoir. This explanation has not been widely 
accepted. Most of the experts think the shrinkage | 
results almost entirely from fluctuations in rain- 
tall to be expected in cycles of ten or twelve years. 
Thus the truth of Chicago's central contention in 
the controversy over the diversion of Lake Michi- 
gan water has been brought home to New York 
City. Unfortunately the truth has been slow to 
penetrate.

Marie Talks to Farmers’ Wives

Queen of Roumania’s Train, in North 
Dakota, Nov. 1. — [Special.] — The 
queen of Roumania was adopted into 
the Sioux nation as a “ war woman” 
to the beatings of battle drums and 
the chanting of Indian maidens mid- 
way of a day which began with recep- 
tions to farmers and ended with a 
rodeo at which Queen Marie, Princess 
Ileana, and Prince Nicholas them- 
selves mounted ponies. 

The first delegation of farmers and 
their wives came aboard at Fargo, 
N. D., before the queen had break- 
fasted. She joined them quickly, and 
spent most of the day chatting with 
them and their successors. 

With the farmers’ wives, Marie dis 
cussed housekeeping, tare of babies, 
and jam. The princess produced a jar 
of Roumanian rose jam and another of 
coffee jam, distributing samples on 
spoons for which Prince Nicolas was 
sent hurrying to the pantry. 

The queen did not introduce her 
daughter by name in introducing her 
to the visitors, referring to her simply 
as “my little girl.’ The young prince 
was introduced as “my son.” 

She knitted while she chatted, tak- 
ing her hands away from her work 
only to make frequent gestures. 

The queen learned that the Ameri- 
can farmer largely has abandoned 
oxen and horses for tractors, that good 
roads are necessary for marketing, and 
that farmers can help themselves by 
banding together. She was keenly in- 
terested in the modern crop rotation 
system that fertilizes the soil for next 
year’s crop as it produces this year’s. 


Queen Marie had asked that small 
farmers come aboard, but there are few 
small farms in North Dakota, and 


holders of 800 acres, who would be land. 


barons in Roumania, were the smallest 
farmers who could be found, 

These farmers and their wives, from 
corners remote from urban atmosphere, 
were surprisingly at ease in the queen's 
presence. The men were dressed in

“Crops in my country haven't been 
very good, either,” the queen said.

CHRISTMAS FLOWERS ‘SPRING 
FROM BULBS SET IN WATER. 


Putting bulbs on a water and gravel 
diet is the quickest and simplest way 
ef forcing them to flower indoors in 
winter, according to the suburbanite 
_ flower grower whose cold weather gar- 
dening tricks will be told in this de- 
partment. He is planning to have his 
windows filled with a variety of flow- 
ering bulbs during the Thanksgiving 
Chrisimas holidays. 


‘The bulbs which he has been able 
te force successfully in water include 
narcissi, Chinese sacred lilies, first 
size hyacinths, Duc van Thal! tulips, 


aad autumn flowering crocuses. He 


puts all of these bulbs, excepting hya- 
cimths, directly in water. The bulbs 
are placed in the bottom of the bow! 
partly filled with water. They stay in 
place better where gravel is poured 
around them. Six normal sized bulbs 
are usually put in the’ average bulb 
bowl. 

Hyacinth bulbs are in specia) 
glasses made so that the bulb does not 
touch the water, but with an opening 
so the roots sent out from the bottom 
ef the bulb can dip down in water 
below.

It takes from four to six weeks for 

the bulb’s roots to form. Never fill the 


bowl to the point where the tops of | 


the bulbs are immersed in water, is a 
rule followed by this experienced in- 
door flower man. Keep the bulbs cool 
rather than warm, especially during 
the root forming period, but never 
allow them to freeze. Roots form best 
- when the temperature is around 50 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. After the bulbs are 
put in water ready to force, keep them 
in a dark closet.
